Meantime, 
large French and British forces have 
been poured into Belgium, and a great 
battle is expected to take place there 


within the next week. On account of 
the huge number of men engaged, ani 
the extent of the battle front, 26C miles, 
it will take some time to determine 
with which side victory lies, The 
French are making progress in Alsace, 
and have advanced a considerable dis- 
tance into that German province,

same work before, but I do object 
to his trying to get advertising at 
the expense of other tenderers by a 
deliberate misrepresentation of the 
facts. Mr Tucker has had charge 
of the school books for some time 
and therefore knows, as do every 
vid member of the sckool board, 
what cut price tenders have cost in 
the past (in looking up the dates 
and figures for this letter my eye 
caught a fleeting glance of a good 
many ** extras”) and therefore took 
the stand that he thought was in 
the best interests of the ratepayers. 

With regard to Mr Luck's  per- 
sonal insinuations, I do not care to 
answer them, except to say that I 
question Mr Luck's ability to judge 
whether he could make a success of 
a large contracting business or not.

IN UNITED STATES 


Serious Depression in This Trade— 
The Wiison Tariff Blamed For 
Decline 


The Baldwin Locomotive Works in 
Philadelphia is probably one of the 
best known industries in the world. 
Every one will be interested to know, 
therefore, that the present depression, 
coupled with the reductions announced 
in the Wilson Tariff in the United 
States, has caused a slowing down 
in these vast works. 

Root of the Stagnation 

Mr. Samuel D. Vauclain, Vice- 
President of the Baldwin Locomotive 
Works, in an address delivered before 
the Annual Convention of the Master 
Boiler Makers’ Association and the 
Boiler Makers’ Supply Men's Associa- 
tion, on May 28th, said that the new 
and greatly reduced tariff lay at the 
root of the present stagnation. of 
business, and if this be carried to its 
limits, manufacturers of the United 
States will have no alternative but 
to cut employes’ wages and to sink 
them to the low European levels 

Mr. Vauclain, who has made a 
special study of labor conditions 
abroad, said the average weekly wage 
of boiler makers in France is $3.20 
while in the Baldwin Works, the week 
ly average {fs $15.50 The French 
‘product is just as well made as the 
American, he said. Six months ago 
Mr. Vauclain said, the Baldwin works 
had 18,500 men on its payroll. At 
present, 12,000 of these are looking 
for jobs.

“President Wilson is to be con- 
gratulated that by the Underwood 
Tariff Act the duties on woollen 
goods were reduced to 85 per cent. 
ad valorem—quite sufficient, in my 
judgment, to permit the American 
manufacturer to compete with for- 
eign producers not only in the 
United States but in the neutral 
merkete of the world.

Canada’s Parks 


An unusual Government publica- 
tion has recently been issued by the 
Dominion Parks Branch of the De- 
partment of the Interior, It con- 
sists of a small souvenir booklet 
artistically bound in duplex leather 
with grass paper and tied with an 
olive green silk cord, The lettering 
is embossed in gold and a very 
unique design has been chosen for 
the cover. The latter is cut out so 
as to form a sort of frame and in 
this is inset a spray of Canadian 
Heather from the Rocky Mountains 
Park, the purplish flowers of the 
heather against the wood-brown 
background makiug a very attrac- 
tive colour combination,

What is a Tornado? 

Just what is a tornado, and why? 
The weather bureav in Washingten 
was asked for an explanation cat 
would be readily understandable. 
This is it: 

Fill a statiorary washbowl with 
water, pull out the plug—and you 
will have an illustretion of a tornado. 
After a little of the water has run 
out you will s2e the contents of the 
bowl swirling about an airhole over 
the outlet of the basin. If you stop 
to think about it you will realize that 
the air pressure must be very strong 
in order to keep back the water. 
That is the principle involvec in a 
tornado—or in a cyclone, for a cy- 
clone is an trtensified tornado. 

A tornado is brought about in this 
way: Two layers, or strata, cf air 
overlap. The hot air, which is near 


‘the ground has a tendency to rise. 
The cold air, heavier than the hot 
air, has a tendency to fall. Thus 
it happens sometimes that the

hot air breaks threugh the layer of 
cold air, precisely as the air breaks 
through the water ir the basin when 
the plug is pulled. Through this vent 
the hot air rushes upward, and about 
this vent the cold air whirls uown- 
ward, in the manner of the  funnel- 
shaped cloud.

tornadoes often reach a velocity of 
/150 miles an hour. But the damage 
ic property is not alone by the force 
of the wind A tornado might pass 
in froni of a brick house, for examn- 
ple, withouc itself inflicting much 
damage. As it rushes by the build 
ng, however, it sucks away ail of the 
air, creating a vacuum immediately 
next to the wall. Whereupon the air 
inside of the building forces out the 
front wall, because there is no coun- 
ter pressure of air from the outside

Municipal Enterprise 

One of the mos. notable features 
in the deve cpment of municipal en- 
terprise during the past decade was 
the playgrounds movement. Within 
six years o: the formation of the 
Playground association of America, 
ip 1906, more than 400 American 
cities had entered upon the scheme 
of supervised te-reation centres for 
children as a municipal undertaking. 
The movement has also gained rapid- 
ly increasing in favor throughout Do- 
minion and } ontreal, Toronto, Winni- 
peg and other Canadian cities have 
undertaken the carsying on of super- 
vised playgrounds. Its remarkable 
popularity end growth may be attr:b- 
uted to universal recognition of ts 
value as a prime preventive measure 
in the interest of public health aud 
as the sole available means of secur- 
ing to the urban child one of the es- 
sentials of his existence. Play is the 
prerogative, as it is a necessity, of 
healthy, normal childhood

At the distance of the earth from 
}it (95,000,000 miles), the heat energy 
yearly expended by che sun is as great 


in amount as would be produced by 
the burning of sixty-six globes of the 
best anthrac‘te coal, each as heavy as 
the earth, or i6 such globes, each 
equal in weight to the moon. But 
the greater par. of this energy is, as 
far as we can see expanded upon 
empty space because, except where a 
planetary body is interposed in the 
path of the rays. there is nothing for 
them to act upon. Only about two- 
thousand-millionth of the sun's radiant 
energy is intercepted by the earth and 
only about cne two hundred-and-twen- 
ty-five-millionth by all the planets to 


gether. This makes the sun look like 
a gigantic spendtbrift, but if he did 
not radiate in every direction he 


would not be seen from distant space; |

Feeding the Farm Horse 
Too many farmers are inclined .o
